CENTER SILL, 4"x6", 6"x6" and 6"x8", depending 
upon size of house, No. 1 Hemlock, Cut-To-Fit. Solid or 
Built up timber to build these out of heavy 2 -inch planks. 
This material marked to conform with plans. 

BOND TIMBERS OR WALL PLATES for top of founda- 
tion wall 2"x4" and 2"x6", No. 1 Hemlock, surfaced 
four sides, Cut-To-Fit. This material marked to conform 
with marks on plans. 

FIRST FLOOR JOIST, 2" x 6", 2" x 8" and 2" x 10", the 
size of the joist depending upon the size of the house, No.l 
Hemlock, surfaced four sides, Cut-To-Fit. This material 
marked to conform with marks on plans. 

SECOND FLOOR JOIST, 2" x 8" and 2" x 10", spaced on 
16-inch centers, No. 1 Hemlock, surfaced four sides, Cut- 
To-Fit. This material marked to conform with the marks 
on plans. 

ATTIC JOIST, where stairs leading to attic are shown, 
2 " x 6" joist, spaced 16 inches on centers, are furnished, No. 
1 Hemlock, surfaced four sides, Cut-To-Fit. This material 
marked to conform with marks on plans. 

CEILING JOIST AND COLLAR BEAMS, 2 " x 4", spaced 
on 16-inch centers, No. 1 Hemlock, surfaced four sides, 
Cut-To-Fit. This material marked to conform with marks 
on plans. 

RAFTERS, 2" x 4" and 2" x 6", No. 1 Hemlock, depending 
on the house, spaced 16 and 24 inches, surfaced four sides, 
beveled and notched to fit over plate, Cut-To-Fit. This 
material marked to conform with marks on plans. All 
exposed rafter ends are manufactured out of Clear Stock. 

STUDDING, 2"x4", spaced on 16-inch centers, No. 1 
Hemlock, surfaced four sides, Cut-To-Fit. This material 
marked to conform with marks on plans. 

PLATES, 2 " x 4 " single plate is used at the bottom and a 
double plate at the top of all partitions, No. 1 Hemlock, 
surfaced four sides, Cut-To-Fit. This material marked to 
conform with marks on plans. 

PORCH JOIST, 2 " x 6" and 2 " x 8". No. 1 Hemlock, sur- 
faced four sides, Cut-To-Fit. This material marked to con- 
form with marks on plans. 

CEILING JOIST AND RAFTERS, 2 " x 4", spaced on 
24-inch centers, No. 1 Hemlock, surfaced four sides, Cut- 
To-Fit. This material marked to conform with marks 
on plans. 

WALL SHEATHING, l"x6" and l"x8", good sound 
Hemlock, 1-inch boards, surfaced, Cut-To-Fit. Angles 
cut for sheathing used in the gables. For all wall sections 
between window and door openings, full length pieces are 
furnished if possible. This material is all bundled, four 
or five pieces of lumber coming in each bundle, marked to 
conform with marks on plans. 



SUB OR FALSE FLOORING, l"x6" and l"x8", good 
sound Hemlock, surfaced two sides, Cut-To-Fit. All 
bundled and marked to conform with marks on plans. 
(No sub-flooring is furnished for second floor.) 

ROOF BOARDS, 1 " x 4 ", good sound Hemlock, surfaced 
two sides, Cut-To-Fit, bundled and marked to conform 
with marks on plans. This material is spaced about 2 
inches apart, so as to give ventilation to the shingles. 
(Wooden shingles when laid over roof sheathing, spaced 
in this manner, last much longer than otherwise.) Roof 
boards are laid tight where prepared roofing or Asphalt 
Semi-Slate Shingles are used. 

ROOF SHINGLES, 5 to 2, Extra Star A Star Michigan 
White Cedar or Washington Red Cedar, laid 5 inches 
to the weather. (Wherever shingles are shown for outside 
walls, they will be of the same grade as the roof shingles.) 

ROOFING, The best grade of Three-Ply Rubberoid Roof- 
ing is furnished for the roof, if customers prefer it rather 
than shingles, at no additional expense. 

ASPHALT SEMI-SLATE SHINGLES. The best grade 
of prepared Semi-Slate Asphalt Shingles are carried in 
stock. If these are preferred to wooden shingles or rub- 
beroid roofing, prices will be quoted on them on request 
for any house shown in our catalog. 

FINISHED FLOORING for first and second floors will be 
1 " x 4 ", 3}4 " face, oxiyi" face if preferred, at a slight extra 
cost, both sizes manufactured out of Clear Yellow Pine or Fir, 
free from knots, blemishes or defects of any kind. This 
material is Cut-To-Fit, bundled and marked to conform 
with marks on the plans. In each room on the first floor, 
the flooring is cut to fit the rooms, and in this way it is 
possible for the flooring to be laid after the house has been 
plastered. 

ATTIC FLOORING, 1-inch good sound Hemlock. (This 
material is only furnished in houses where we show stairs 
leading to the attic.) This flooring is also Cut-To-Fit, 
and bundled and marked to conform with marks on plans. 

PORCH FLOORING, 1 " x 4", Clear Yellow Pine, 3><-inch 

face, Cut-To-Fit, bundled and marked to conform with 

marks on plans. 
PORCH CEILING, K" x Zyi", Clear Yellow Pine, matched 

and beaded, Cut-To-Fit, bundled and marked to conform 

with plans. 

OUTSIDE FINISH, facier, frieze, corner boards, porch 
cornice, mouldings, etc., are all of Clear Western Spruce or 
Cypress, open cornice to have soffits of Clear material. 
Exposed rafter ends, brackets, etc., are all manufactured 
out of Clear Stock, all made in accordance with details 
shown on the drawings. All of this material with the 
exception of the moulding is Cut-To-Fit. 
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SIDING, Clear Red Wood or Red Cedar, %_ " x 6 " and in some 
houses yi " x 8 ", according to the specifications, spaced, about 
4^ or f>yi inches to the weather, one end squared and 
trimmed to give a perfect joint so that it is only necessary 
to cut an occasional piece in order to butt it up against the 
window and door casings as should be the case in the 
construction of any well built house. Full length pieces, 
as a rule, are furnished between the window and door 



openings or corner boards. This material is bundled and 
marked to conform with marks on plans. 
LATH. For all inside walls and ceilings, No. 1 air-dried 
Hemlock lath are furnished. The studding, ceiling joist, 
being spaced 16-inch centers, enables these lath to be used 
without waste. (No lath is furnished for cellar or attic.) 
Hemlock lath are superior on account of their being easier 
worked and not liable to buckle or warp. 



Interior and Exterior Millwork 



CORNICE MOULDINGS, such as Crown, Bed, Belt or 
Watertable mouldings are of Clear White Pine or Cypress, 
of proper size and design to match each building. All ends 
are squared. 

PORCH RAILING (where shown) consists of top and 
bottom rail with balusters. This is all Clear material, 
Cut-To-Fit, bundled and marked to conform with marks 
on the plans. 

OUTSIDE FRAMES for all windows and doors manu- 
factured and shipped ready to nail together. Outside 
casings are 4}4 inches wide, window jambs 5%, inches, 
sills 2 " x 8 ", fitted with pulleys. (In some cases, where 
so specified, no weights, cords or pulleys are furnished.) 

WINDOWS AND SASH are made of Clear White Pine. 
The glass is set in and puttied. This is the best grade of 
sheet glass and is used in all windows and doors, except 
where we specify plate. (Most of our windows are check 
rail, but in several of our houses we furnish divided light 
casements. ) No basement windows furnished. 

OUTSIDE DOORS, In the larger houses, where specified, 
3 ' x 7 ' x \%" front doors are used, usually of Craftsman 
design. In smaller houses the front doors are 2 ' 8 " x 6 ' 8 ", 
l^ls", selected to harmonize with the general style of the 
house. (The type of the outside door furnished for each 
house in our catalog, is specified in the specifications given 
on each page.) All outside doors are mortised for locks. 

INSIDE DOORS are standard size, five cross panel, all 
mortised for locks, except the door used between the 
kitchen and dining room, which is a modern double swing door 
equipped with push plates and double acting floor hinges. 
(At a slight additional cost; one and two panel doors can be 
furnished if desired.) 

STAIRS, Main, grade entrance, basement and attic stairs, 
are all manufactured out of Clear Yellow Pine and are 
furnished complete ready to put together as per the details 
which are included in each set of plans. The stair stringers 
are housed to receive treads and risers, posts mortised for 
stringers. In open stairs, newel, rail, balusters, treads, 
etc., are of Craftsman design to conform with the general 
style of the other interior woodwork as is used throughout 
the house. Each complete stair is bundled and carefully 
packed in one single crate to facilitate its assembly. 

INSIDE FINISH, All casings, base, mouldings, stairways, 
etc., are manufactured out of Clear Yellow Pine of Crafts- 
man design. Head casings, including the cap mould and 
fillet are put together complete, ready to be nailed in place. 
Side casings, stool and apron are Cut-To-Fit and accurately 
trimmed to make a fine smooth joint. All the interior finish 
that is used is selected for its beauty and variety of grain, 
and is properly machined and sanded, ready for varnish or 
stain. Such good care is taken with this material, that 
whenever it is properly handled on the job, it will as a rule, 
never be found necessary to go over this with sand paper 
when nailed in place. 



HARDWOOD FINISH, Oak, Birch or enamel finish can 
be substituted for the Yellow Pine at an additional 
cost. This hardwood trim will be of the same Craftsman 
design so that the interior throughout will harmonize. 
Oak or Maple flooring can also be substituted if desired 
and prices will be quoted on request. 

SAND PAPER is furnished for use when required. 

KITCHEN CABINET is furnished where shown on plans, 
provided with counter shelf, flour bin, drawers and cup- 
boards as illustrated on page 4, machined, Cut-To-Fit, 
and carefully crated in one crate. 

THRESHOLDS as needed for each house are provided. 

HOOK STRIPS AND HOOKS together with sufficient 
shelving are furnished for closets for each house. 

FINISH HARDWARE. Style shown on page 5, con- 
forming with Craftsman design interior woodwork, furn- 
ished in either dull brass or antique copper finish. In all 
houses the outside locksets are solid bronze. In larger 
houses where specified a heavy modern cylinder lockset is 
furnished. Inside locksets have solid bronze knobs. In 
other houses the outside locksets have safety night latch 
attachments. The inside locksets are as illustrated on 
page 5 manufactured of the finest grade of pressed steel. 
Three mortised butts are furnished for outside doors, two 
for inside doors. Base knobs, sash fasteners, lifts, weights, 
cords and pulleys are furnished where specified and as 
required. 

NAILS, A sufficient amount of different sized spikes and 
nails are furnished for all work. Galvanized shingle nails 
furnished if desired. 

BUILDING PAPER of a heavy grade is furnished in sufficient 
quantities to use between the sub and finish floors, and on 
all side walls. 

TIN FLASHINGS are furnished for chimneys and valleys, 
together with galvanized ridge role. Gutters and down- 
spouts not included. 

Paint — Stain — Varnish 

The ready mixed paints, stains, varnishes, etc., furnished 
by us for two coats are of the highest made. The true analyses 
is shown on the label attached to every can that leaves our 
factory. The wearing and spreading qualities of our paint 
leaves nothing to be desired. It is all fully guaranteed. Oil 
is furnished for necessary thinning. No paint, varnish or 
stain is furnished for floors or for roof shingles. When using 
shingle stain on side walls, we furnish a sufficient quantity 
for one heavy brush coat. 

Plaster and Plaster Board 

Prepared hard wall wood pulp plaster is furnished for all 
inside walls and ceilings. Our plaster is the best on the 
market. It is a non-conductor of heat and cold; is sound and 
vermin proof and cannot be damaged by frost, water or fire. 
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This plaster when applied has a tensile strength of 290 pounds. 
It can be used in any kind of weather as it is not affected by- 
heat or cold. Considerable time is saved by its use for it 
will set in two hours and becomes hard in six. 

Plaster board will be furnished instead of lath and plaster, 
this board coming in sheets 32 " x 36 ", yi of an inch in thick- 
ness. It is composed of alternate layers of heavy felt paper 
and calcined gypsum. It will fit studs placed on 16" or 18" 
centers. It is absolutely fireproof and a non-conductor of 
heat, sound and cold, and can be applied quickly and easily 
by your carpenters, nailing it to the studding by large headed 
nails. Wood pulp plaster is furnished 
to fill in the joints. 

Masonry 

We do not supply any material for 
foundation or chimney, as we have 
found in the past that it has been 
very seldom, if ever, that we were able 
to save our customers anything in 
this regard, owing to the fact, that 
the cost of brick, stone, cement, etc., 
is practically the same in all parts of 
the country. We, however, furnish 
foundation plans and will submit 
sketches for fireplaces that your local 
masons can work from whenever, 
requested . No basement windows fur- 
nished — will quote prices on request. 

Complete Plans 

A complete set of working draw- 
ings is furnished with every order. 
These are entirely different from the 
usual set of plans obtained from an 
architect, inasmuch as we practically 
show where each piece of material 
is to go in the construction of the 
house. These plans are so carefully 
worked out, all the details being 
shown, etc., that it is impossible for 
anyone to make a mistake. 



big saving is afforded our owners in the matter of freight. 
When purchasing from us all the material is shipped in car 
lots direct from the mills to you, there being only one freight 
charge to pay. It does not pass through the hands of several 
wholesale and retail dealers, thus giving them an opportunity 
to add their profits to the original cost, charging you for the 
handling. 

Shipping Points 

Shipments of houses are made from our mills in Bay

Built homes the interior plans are not sacrificed to a pietty exterior, but the two are considered 
together. If a sacrifice is to be made, we sacrifice an ornament for a comfort. 

The Buena Vista is another of those rare 
examples of high-grade bungalows possessing 
both beautiful architectural qualities and the last 
word in interior convenience. The wide entrance 
steps up to the front door and the sloping 
porch roof has a very pretty appearance. You 
will also note that the rear side door leads onto a 
covered porch — a great convenience in inclement 
weather, for the most of the business of the home 
is transacted at this door. 

The living room runs the entire width of the 
bungalow, twenty-three feet by eleven feet three 
inches. This makes a room in which children, 
parents and guests may gather, and there will 
not be a semblance of crowding. The bed rooms 
are all cut off from the living room and kitchen, 
but accessible to both. Entrance to the kitchen 
is had from the dining room direct through a 
pantry, which is most convenient, as most of the 
table ware is kept in the pantry, and does not 
have to be carried from the kitchen. 

In the bed rooms, you will note by the floor 
plans, that there are very capacious closets, a 
feature of great convenience. In the kitchen 
there is a window near the cabinet — a place where 
light is a real necessity. We combine utility and 
beauty in this Lewis-Built bungalow. 

The two bed rooms lead into a hall with the 
bath room between the bed rooms. This is an 
arrangement of the very first class, for it keeps the 
sleeping apartments of the bungalow and the bath 
room distinct from the remainder of the house.

THE Gould is a two family house of very fine appearance, and the plans show most prac- 
tical floor arrangements. The principal feature of this house is the veranda which runs 
across the entire front, affording an excellent porch for both families. 
One of the excellent features of this house is that both families use the same outer front door, 
giving it the appearance of a large single family house. As you pass through this front door 
there is a vestibule with two doors, one, opening into the lower flat and the other opening 
onto the stairs which go to 
the second story apartment. 
Entering the first story apart- 
ment you go into the living 
room, which has a large triple 
window. Through an arch 
to the rear is the dining 
room. 

To the rear of the dining 
room is a large, well-lighted 
kitchen with a door onto the 
rear porch. From the dining 
room one passes into a large 
bed room. A door leading 
into a small hall connects 
with the bath and rear bed 
room.
